Moon Shot Is 
Too Strong; 
Orbits Sun

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AL) 


—A vnngrant U.S. moon shot—to' 
fast for its own good—probably 
will go into orbit around the sun, 
missing the moon by some 20,000 
to 30,000 miles.

civil righs generally, and elimin- 
aing poll tax payments as a vot- 
ing requirement. 


Five states — Alabama, Arkan- 


sas, 
Mississippi, Texas and Vir- 


ginia — require payment of poll 
taxes. 


Mansfield's bill would make thp 


completion of six grades in an ac- 
credited school the test of wheth- 
er a person is qualified to vote, 
insofar as literacy is concerned, 
in congressional and presidential 
elections. 


Last September, in a report on 


voting,, the Civil Rights Commis- 
sion-1 said 'six years of schooling 
should t meet any state literacy ro-

The- ;measure was the first of- 


fered"by the administration in the 
civil righls field since President 
Kennedy took office a year ago.
